But it ſeems the Quaters conceive themſelves of that Credit, that they 
need not Sign their Papers; that's below them : Or elle ic muſt be to leave room for an ex- 


cuſe, when time ſerve : I grant they ſay they pray for the King, but what King they do not 


tell; No? that's a ſecret; they alſo ſay, they -cannot Sign the Aſſociation, and thereby 
declare the King their Rightful and Lawful King for Conſcience ſake : And yetthey tell you

Reward for the Diſcovery 
of the Perſon, -which did it; was he not foundand tryed at the 014d Bayly, and hang'd in 
Chains near $r9xe-Bridge 3 and all this Proſecution by Quakers: And can you revenge your 
ſelves of the Blood of a private Perſon; and can: you not Sign the Aſſociation to avenge 
the Blood of your Prince, for Conſcience fake : Are your Conſciences ſo nice that you can
